The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  school  is 
much  greater  than  the  increase  of  population  during  the 
decade;  and  the  increased  expenditure  is  out  of  all  propor- 
tion to  the  increase  of  the  wealth  of  the  State  Taken  to- 
gether, they  are  an  indication  of  the  popularity  and,  indi- 
rectly, of  the  efficiency  of  the  public  school  system.  The 
year  1875  was  marked  by  stagnation  and  depression  in 
almost  every  department  of  business,  but  the  schools  do 
not  seem  to  have  suffered  ;  except,  perhaps,  in  having  made 
less  of  an  advance  over  the  previons  year  than  they  might 
have  done  under  more  favorable  circumstances.  The  symp- 
toms, on  the  whole,  show  healthy  life,  and  vigorous  growth, 
with  prospects  of  uninterrupted  progress.

With  only  two  exceptions,  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
every  item  both  of  receipts  and  expenditures.  These  ex- 
ceptions are,  "building,  repairing  and  furnishing  school 
houses,"  which  shows  a  decrpase  of  over  two  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  "supervision  and  office  expenses,"  which  shows 
a  decrease  of  a  little  more  than  twelve  hundred  dollars. 
During  the  year,  79  new  school  houses  were  built  at  a  cost 
"of  166,802.  The  general  financial  embarrassment,  doubt- 
less, had  a  natural  tendency  to  produce  economy  in  this 
direction ;  but  we  have  not  yet  arrived  at  a  point  where  we 
can  afford  to  stand  still  in  the  building  of  school  houses. 

While  many  new  and  comfortable  buildings  have  been 
erected  during  the  last  ten  years — probably  as  many  as  it 
was  prudent  to  build — the  middling  houses  have  in  the 
meantime  become  bad,  and  #ie  bad,  intolerable.  There 
are  hundreds  of  school  houses  in  the  State  unfit  for  use,  and 
not  worth  repairing.  If  the  system  is  to  be  kept  up  to  the 
demands  of  the  people,  the  expense  -of  building  must  in- 
crease every  year,  for  some  time  to  come.  The  difficulty 
under  which  the  county  school  boards  labor  is  this  :  The 
annual  income  is  not  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  current 
expenses  of  the  schools.  There  is  no  building  fund,  and 
yet  houses  must  be  had.  Under  these  circumstances  the 
usual  results  follow.  Houses  are  built  on  credit,  and  the 
School  Board  gets  into  debt.  The  contract  prices  are  higher 
than  they  would  have  been  if  they  had  been  built  for  cash ; 
the  houses  are  probably  not  as  well  built,  and  before  they 
are  finally  paid  for,  twenty-five  per  cent,  is  added  to  their 
cost  in  the  way  of  interest.  It  would  seem  to  be  the  wisest 
plan  to  acknowledge  candidly  that  we  cannot  have  a  school 
system  v/ithout  school  houses,  and  to  make  specific  provi- 
sion for  building  them.  We  suggest  a  separate  tax  of  two 
and  a  half  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars,  to  be  applied  ex- 
clusively to  bnilding  purposes. 
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INDEBTEDNESS  OF  SCHOOL  BOAEDS. 

Most  of  the  School  Boards  are  out  of  debt,  but  something 
should  be  done  at  once  to  relieve  the  others  of  their  pecu- 
niary embarrassments.  This  dragging  along  indefinitely 
under  a  load  of  debt  annually  increasing,  is  neither  pleasant 
uor  profitable,  and  it  must  result  in  crippling  the  schools. 
The  aggregate  of  interest-bearing  debt  is  not  less  than- 
|liO,000,  and  the  floating  debt  is  probably  as  much  more. 
We  suggest  that  the  counties,  respectively,  should  be  au- 
thorized and  required  to  fund  these  debts;  and  that  the 
School  Boards  should  be  prohibited  by  law  from  borrowing 
money  or  contracting  debts  beyond  a  certain  limited 
amount.  We  repeat  here  what  was  said  in  our  last  report : 
"A  School  Board  has  no  right  to  contract  a  permanent  debt. 
The  School  Commissioners  were  not  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  but  for  the  purpose  of  spending  judiciously  the 
money  placed  in  their  hands.  They  may,  with  propriety, 
borrow  a  sum  of  money  for  the  prompt  payment  of  teachers' 
salaries  when  they  are  able  to  repay  it  at  an  early  day,  but 
we  hold  that  it  is  better  to  close  the  schools  for  a  time  than 
to  incur  a  debt  which  there  is  no  present  means  of  paying." 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  average  attendance,  though  larger  than  it  has  yet 
been  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  pupils,  is  still  much 
smaller  than  it  ought  to  be.  In  making  comparisons,  how- 
ever, with  the  attendance  in  other  States,  it  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  every  name  placed  on  the  register  re- 
mains there  until  the  end  of  the  quarterly  term.  If  the 
register  were  corrected  from  week  to  week  by  the  removal 
of  the  names  of  pupils  not  "belonging,"  the  "  average  at- 
tendance" would  be  denoted  by  a  higher  figure,  but  the 
amount  of  instruction  given  would  not  be  increased.  We 
prefer  to  have  the  facts  plainly  stated,  even  with  the  cer- 
tainty of  showing  a  very  low  percentage. 
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From  a  somewhat  similar  cause,  the  number  of  enrolled 
pupils  appears  small  when  compared  with  the  number  of 
legal  school  age.  "School  age"  is  an  ambiguous  term. 
In  Maryland  it  may  mean  the  ages  between  which  children 
may  enter  school,  viz :  between  6  and  21 ;  or  it  may  mean 
the  ages  according  to  which  the  school  tax  is  distributed, 
which  is  between  5  and  20;  or  it  may  mean  the  age  at 
which  children  under  ordinary  circumstances  are  expected 
to  be  at  school,  say  from  6  to  15.  This  last  is  the  only 
proper  standard  of  comparison  in  educational  statistics; 
for  it  is  absurd  to  assume  as  is  often  done,  that  all  young 
persons  between  5  and  20  or  between  6  and  21  ought  to  be 
in  school,  and  to  estimate  the  amount  of  preventible  non- 
attendance  on  that  basis.  Yet  this  is  one  of  the  fallacies 
on  which  a  demand  for  compulsory  education  is  founded. 

.       SCHOOL  CENSUS. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  we  have  no  accurate 
knowledge,  either  of  the  number  of  children  in  the  State 
who  are  at  school,  or  of  the  number  who  ought  to  be  at 
school.  We  know  with  reasonable  accuracy  the  number 
who  are  enrolled  on  the  registers  of  the  public  schools,  but 
we  neither  know  how  many  go  to  private  and  denomina- 
tional schools,  nor  how  many  attend  no  school.  We  sug- , 
gest  and  recommend  that  a  school  census  should  be  taken, 
— annually  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  biennially  in  the 
several  counties,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  num- 
ber of  children  between  certain  specified  ages  who  do  not 
attend  school,  and  the  number  who  go  to  other  than  pub- 
lic schools.  It  would  assist  materially  in  the  collection  of 
exact  statistics  if  a^^  schools  within  the  State  were  required 
to  report  annually  the  number  of  children  in  attendance. 

THE  SCHOOL  LAW. 

The  Board  is  not  prepared  at  present  to  ask  for  any  im- 
portant changes  in  the  School  Law.  They  believe  that 
more  will  be  gained  by  continuity  of  action,  and  the  feel- 
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ing  of  permanence  thus  produced,  than  could  be  reasona- 
bly expected  even  from  successful  innovations.  "Whatever 
improvements  are  attempted,  should  be  rather  in  the  way 
of  encouraging  the  natural  growth  and  development  of  the 
system,  than  by  making  experimental  additions  to  it,  or 
deviations  from  it. 

There  is  a  subject,  however,  not  embraced  specifically 
in  the  School  Law,  though  intimately  connected  with  the 
general  educational  interests  of  the  State,  which  demands 
the  early  and  earnest  attention  of  the  Legislature, — the 
condition  of  the  High  Schools,  Academies  and  Colleges  of 
the  State.  We  ask  a  careful  consideration  of  the  views  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  on  this  subject,  and  respectfully 
suggest,  that  if  nothing  else  can  be  done,  at  least  a  com- 
mission should  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  whole  sub- 
ject, and  to  report  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  State  IN'ormal  School  will  probably  take  possession 
of  the  new  building  in  Spring.  Two  things,  however,  in 
addition  to  what  the  liberality  of  the  Legislature  has  already 
provided,  will  be  necessary  for  its  complete  equipment — 
books  and  philosophical  apparatus.  For  the  last  five  years 
the  Peabody  Library  supplied  all  the  wants  of  the  school 
for  books  of  reference,  and  the  courteous  attention  of  the 
Librarian,  Mr.  Uhler,  and  his  assistants,  made  the  students 
of  the  ISTormal  School  always  feel  at  home  in  the  reading- 
room.  That  resource  will  be  cut  ofi"by  distance  when  the 
school  is  removed;  a  spacious  room  in  the' new  building 
■  has  been  set  apart  as  a  Library,  and  the  generosity  of  the 
Legislature  is  appealed  to  for  a  supply  of  books.  The  ne- 
cessity of  apparatus  tor  th'e  teaching  of  physical  science  is 
so  obvious  that  it  needs  but  to  be  named. 
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THE  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  REPORT. 

A  distinguishing  feature  of  the  school  report  of  Mary- 
land is,  that  it  shows  clearly  the  cost  of  every  public  school 
in  the  State  separately,  and  the  number  of  pupils  in  atten- 
dance in  each.  The  income  for  last  year  was  nearly  a  mil- 
lion of  dollars  ($958,244.32,)  and  a  most  interesting  question 
for  the  tax-payer  is,  "  How  does  the  money  go  ?  "  It  would 
be  easy  to  apportion  it  among  the  several  counties,  or  the 
several  election  districts ;  but  it  would  be  difficult  to  test  the 
accuracy  of  the  statement.  By  printing,  however,  the  cost 
of  each  separate  school  under  the  heads  of  '^  Teachers'  Sala- 
ries," "  Fuel  and  other  Incidental  Expenses,"  *'  Repairs  and 
Furniture,"  any  citizen  can  test  the  accuracy  of  the  whole 
report,  by  making  inquiries  in  his  own  school  district. 
We  hope  that  no  false  economy  in  printing  will  deprive  the 
citizens  of  Maryland  of  the  opportunity  of  judging  for 
themselves  of  the  correctness  of  these  Reports. 

A  part  of  the  advantage  of  this  minute  system  of  ac- 
counts is  lost  by  the  School  Reports  not  being  widely  distri- 
buted among  the  people.  We,  therefore,  ask  for  such  a 
change  in  the  School  Law  as  will  permit  the  State  Board  to 
send  at  least  one  copy  to  each  school  district  in  the  State. 

THE  CENTENNIAL. 

The  Association  of  Public  School  Commissioners,  at 
their  last  meeting  in  I^^ovember,  adopted  resolutions  ex- 
pressive of  their  desire  that  the  schools  of  Maryland  should 
be  represented  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition,  and  of  their 
willingness  to  aid  in  carrying  out  any  plans  that  might  be 
approved  by  the  State  Board  for  that  purpose.  There  has 
been  some  hesitation,  however,  in  taking  any  active  steps 
until  the  disposition  of  the  Legislature  should  be  ascer_ 
tained.  With  encouragement,  and  some  pecuniary  help, 
we  can  make  a  showing  not  discreditable  to  the  State. 
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But  the  time  is  short,  and  if  the  Legislature  is  going  to 
give  any  aid,  it  must  be  done  at  once.  The  initiative  must 
come  from  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  we  earnestly 
hope  the  Legislature  will  adopt  such  measures  as  will  au- 
thorize the  Board  to  make  a  beginning.

The  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School,  in  addition 
to  his  duties  as  Superintendent  of  the  School,  and  one  of 
its  Professors,  is  required  by  law  to  conduct  a  Teachers' 
Institute  annually  in  each  of  the  twenty-three  counties  of 
the  State  ("  if  possible," ;)  to  visit  and  examine  annually 
each  of  the  High  Schools,  ten  in  number  at  present; 
to  act  as  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Agricultural  College ; 
and  to  exercise  a  general  superintendence  over  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  State.  As  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  it  is  also  his  duty  to  prepare  the  Annual  School 
Report,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  to  perform, 
as  their  executive  officer,  the  ministerial  duties  devolving 
by  law  upon  them. 

This  enumeration  should  give  weight  to  the  recommen- 
dation which  has  been  so  often  made  in  the  Annual  School 
Reports,  that  the  duties  of  the  superintendency  should  be 
separated  from  those  belonging  to  the  Normal  School  and 
placed  in  charge  of  a  special  officer.  If  this  were  done,  I 
should  recommend  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  be 
constituted  in  the  following  manner  :  the  Governor  of  the 
State,  the  State  Superintendent,  the  Principal  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  with  one  President  of  a  County  School 
Board,  and  one  School  Examiner,  elected  by  a  joint  con- 
vention of  the  Presidents  and  Examiners. 
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THE  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  close  of  the  tenth  year  of  this  school  suggests  the 
propriety  of  a  brief  history  of  its  operations  up  to  the 
present  time.  It  was  established  under  the  School  Law  of 
1865;  the  present  Principal  was  appointed  in  November  of 
that  year;  the  school  was  opened  in  the  Red  Men's  Hall, 
on  the  15th  "of  January,  1866;  on  the  first  day  there  were 
10  students;  at  the  close  of  the  session  the' number  was 
48 ;  in  the  nine  following  years  the  members  enrolled  were 
129,  137,  144,  170,  163,  162, 146,  174,  207,  respectively. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  the  first  four  years  was 
$8,000  ;  in  1870  it  was  increased  to  $9,500,  and  in  1872  to 
110,500,  exclusive  of  rent.  As  the  principal's  salary, 
($2,500,)  should,  in  fairness,  be  charged  to  the  account  of 
State  Superintendence,  the  cost  of  the  school  is  practically 
what  it  was  ten  years  ago. 

The  school  does  not  owe  and  has  never  owed  a  dollar. 
Not  only  the  teachers'  salaries,  but  books,  apparatus,  desks, 
blackboards,  maps,. fuel,  the  cost  of  two  removals,  and  the 
traveling  expenses  of  the  Principal,  have  been  paid  for  out 
of  the  current  income;  but  the  expense  of  fitting  up  the 
Charles  street  house  ($1,620.81)  was  paid  by  a  special  ap- 
propriation of  the  Legislature. 

There  have  been  but  few  changes  in  the  faculty  during 
these  ten  years.  We  lost  one  of  the  Professors  (Dr.  A.  S. 
Piggott)  by  death ;  one  by  marriage,  and  one  by  resigna- 
tion, (a  much  higher  salary  being  oftered.)  Of  the  seven 
now  employed  three  have  served  for  the  ten  years  ;  one  for 
nine;  one  for  eight;  one  for  six  j^ears ;  and  one  for  one 
year. 

The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  ten 
years  ending  January  14,  1876,  is  993.  Of  these  197  are 
on  the  roll  of  the  present  scholastic  year.  Of  the  remain- 
ing 796,  611  have  fulfilled  or  are  now  fulfilling  their  con- 
tract to   teach  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State.     The 
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remainder  (285),  about  twenty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  whole, 
consists  chiefly  of  those  who  having  entered  without  suita- 
ble preparation,  were  unable  to  keep  up  with  the  work  of 
the  school,  and  showed  no  capacity  for  teaching,  and  very 
little  for  learning. 

As  a  rule,  with  hardly  an  exception,  every  student  who 
attended  school  as  long  as  one  year,  and  was  possessed  of 
fair  abilities,  ai^erwards  became  a  teacher. 

The  whole  number  of  graduates  (including  four  classes 
of  primary  teachers,)  is  194,  169  ladies  and  25  gentlemen. 
All  the  gentlemen  became  teachers,  with  the  exception  of 
two,  one  of  whom  did  not  sign  the  contract  but  paid  the 
tuition  fees.  Of  the  remainder  all  but  three  are  now  teach- 
ing, or  were  teaching  when  last  heard  from;  one  of  these 
two  is  a  physician  in  good  practice  in  the  city;  another  is 
pursuing  his  studies  at  St.  John's  College.  Of  the  lady 
graduates,  all  became  teachers  except  three;  106  are  now^ 
teaching,  8  are  dead,  35  are  married,  and  the  remainder  I 
have  been  unable  to  trace. 

The  course  of  study  has  been  somewhat  enlarged,  and 
the  qualifications  of  graduates  have  been  slightly  raised  from 
year  to  year.  During  the  first  four  years  there  were  two 
classes  of  graduates.  Primary  and  Grammar  School.  In 
1870,  the  Primary  grade  was  dropped,  and  all  graduates 
were  required  to  take  the  advanced  course. 

The  further  extension  of  the  curriculum  will  depend  on 
the  preparation  of  students  for  entrance.  It  was  not 
thought  advisable  to  make  the  course  larger  or  higher  than 
what  an  ordinarily  well-prepared  and  industrious  student 
could  accomplish  in  two  years.  That  is  still  the  policy  of 
the  school.  The  amount  of  work  that  can  be  done  in  two 
years  depends  on  the  amount  that  has  been  done  previ- 
ously. Nothing  is  required  from  candidates  for  admission 
beyond  what  every  district  school  professes  to  teach;  but

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it  must  be  acknowledged  that  up  to  this  time  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  candidates  for  admission  have  given  evidence  of 
having  been  very  badly  taught. 

THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  Normal  School  has  done  much  to  raise  the  standard 
of  education  in  the  primarj'  schools  of  the  State  ;  and  now 
the  primary  schools  are  beginning  to  re-act  on  the  Normal 
school.  TsTot  until  the  forfner  do  their  whole  work,  and  do 
it  well,  can  the  latter  do  the  best  service  of  which  it  is 
capable.  We  should  not  be  satisfied  till  a  hundred  student 
are  graduated  every  year.  Employment  could  be  found 
for  them  all,  and  it  costs  no  more  to  graduate  a  large  class 
than  a  small  one.  There  are  only  two  ways  to  increase  the 
number  of  graduates.  One  is  to  lower  the  standard,  an 
idea  which  must  not  be  entertained.  The  other  is  to  have 
students  better  prepared  at  entrance.  This  the  primary 
schools  should  do,  and,  let  us  hope,  will  do. 

THE  NEW  BUILDING. 

The  new  building  will  probably  be  ready  for  occupation 
in  March;  and  the  school  will  feel  in  September  the  good 
effects  of  the  additional  facilities  thus  provided  for  the 
students,  though  it  is  not  expected  that  the  number  of 
students  will  increase  for  some  time  to  come.  The  dis- 
tance of  the  new  house  from  the  northern,  southern,  and 
eastern  sections  of  the  city  will  act  as  a  check  on  atten- 
dance until  the  school  shall  have  adjusted  itself  to  the 
altered  circumstances. 

The  bouse  is  of  an  L  shape,  fronting  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  on  Carrollton  Avenue,  and  one  hundred  and 
five  feet  on  Lafayette  Avenue,  with  a  tower  one  huudred 
and  seventy  feet  high  at  the  intersection  of  the  two  streets. 
It  contains  ten  class  rooms,  a  reception  room,  an  assembly 
room,  an  apparatus  room,  a  lecture  room,  a  labratory,  a 
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library,  a  cabinet,  a  gymnasium,  cloak  and  retiring  rooms, 
ail  office  for  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  a  residence 
for  tlie  Principal  of  the  school. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  Teachers'  In- 
stitutes were  held  in  the  counties  of  Calvert,  Carroll,  Caro- 
line, Charles,  Cecil,  Howard,  Kent,  Prince  George's,  Queen 
Anne's,  St.  Mary's,  Talbot,  Washington,  Y/'orcester  and 
Wicomico,  in  which  last  the  teachers  of  Somerset  county 
joined.  The  Institute  was  omitted  in  Allegany  county  on 
account  of  the  meeting  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association 
in  Cumberland;  and  in  Anne  Arundel  on  account  of  the 
sickness  of  the  Examiner,  In  Baltimore  county  there  "are 
four  meetings  of  the  Teachers'  Association  in  the  year, 
which  more  than  make  up  for  the  Annual  Institute.  I  am 
unable  to  give  any  good  reason  why  Institutes  were  not 
held  in  the  other  counties.  While  the  State  school  system 
was  in  its  infancy,  and  the  Examiners  were  without  suffici- 
ent experience,  it  was  proper  for  the  Principal  of  the  ]^or- 
mal  School  to  be  present  at  every  Institute,  from  the  be- 
ginning to  the  end.  The  temporary  necessity  has  now 
passed  away.  Every  county  either  has  or  can  procure  an 
Examiner  competent  for  this  work,  and  it  is  no  longer  pos- 
sible for  me  to  give  as  much  of  toy  personal  labor  to  the 
Institutes  as  I  have  hitherto  done.  The  responsibility 
must  therefore  be  thrown  on  the  Emniiner  in  the  future 
(on  whom  it  naturally  devolves)  to  comply  with  this  re- 
quirement of  the  law ;  and  the  Principal  of  the  Normal 
School  will  give  as  much  of  his  time  to  aid  the  Examiner 
as  he  can  spare  from  other  co-ordinate  duties. 

The  good  results  of  the  Institutes  have  been  as  marked 
in  Maryland  as  in  any  other  State  of  the  Union.  So  long 
as  two-thirds  of  our  "  new  teachers  "  every  3'ear  are  se- 
lected from  those  who  have  had  no  experience,  and  no 
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training,  and  who  can  show  no  fitness  for  the  work  except 
a  knowledge  of  tiie  branches  taught,  sufficient  to  entitle 
them,  in  the  judgment  of  charity,  to  a  low  grade  certifi- 
cate, the  Institutes  must  be  a  necessity  ;  and  in  order  to 
their  being  efficiently  conducted,  the  Examiners  should 
themselves  be  practical  teachers,  fully  imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  progress,  well  acquainted  with  all  the  "  modern 
improvements  "  in  the  art  of  teaching,  and  both  able  and 
willing  to  train  up  the  young  teachers  under  their  charge 
"  in  the  way  "  they  "  should  go,"  Many  Examiners  of 
this  stamp  we  have,  and  they  are  doing  the  State  good  ser- 
vice ;  there  are  others,  fortunately  but  few  in  number,  who 
could  do  some  good — by  resigning. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

I  visited  the  High  Scliools  at  Waverly,  Woodberry,  Tow- 
sontown,  Havre  de  Grace  and  Salisbury,  during  the  year 
1875;  tlie  remaining  High  Schools  I  hope  to  visit  in  1876. 
The  first  three  are  graded  schools,  well  organized  and  ad_ 
mirably  conducted,  but  they  have  hardly  had  time  to  reach 
the  rank  of  High  Schools.  The  school  at  Havre  de  Grace 
is  also  a  graded  school,  but  with  a  High  School  depart- 
ment efficiently  managed.  The  school  at  Salisbury  is  a 
High  School  proper,  so  thoroughly  organized,  and  so  skil- 
fully arranged,  that  it  might  serve  as  a  model  of  a  County 
High  School. 

It  is  expected  tha^the  State  Board  of  Education  will, 
during  the  year,  define  more  explicitly  the  functions  of  the 
County  High  Schools,  and  arrange  specifically  their  pro- 
gramme of  studies,  as  they  have  already  done  for  the  Pri- 
mary Schools. 

ACADEMIES. 

The  old  Academies  of  the  State  are  in  an  anomalous 
condition.  Some  have  been  converted  into  Public  High 
Schools,  as  in  Talbot,  Wicomico,  Somerset  and  Worcester.

Some  Lave  disappeared  entirely  and  the  donations  have 
been  added  to  the  Primary  School  fund;  some  are  nothing 
but  Public  Primary"  Schools,  the  Principal  receiving  the 
academic  donation  in  addition  to  his  regular  salary;  some 
are  operating  alongside  of"  the  District  School,  and  taking 
the  same  class  of  pupils,  of  whom  they  are  not  enough  for 
both  ;  so  each  helps  to  injure  the  other.  The  condition  on 
which  the  academic  donation  is  granted,  viz :  that  the 
Academy  should  educate  one  pupil  free  of  charge,  for 
everj'  $100  received  from  the  State,  was  imposed  at  a  time 
when  Public  Free  Schools  were  not  in  existence.  The 
object  was  two-fold;  to  encourage  the  Academies,  and  to 
provide  for  the  education  of  a  few  of  the  most  deserving 
poor.  The  first  object  has  failed  ;  the  second  has  been  ren- 
dered unuecessarj^  by  the  establishment  of  the  Public 
School  system.  So  far  from  its  being  an  object  now  to 
encourage  the  Academies,  they  should,  with  one  or  two 
notable  exceptions,  be  allowed  to  die  with  all  convenient 
speed.  And  as  to  educating  some  free  scholars  at  ^100  a 
head,  the  district  school  w^ill  give  them  a  better  education 
for  nothing,  for  the  addition  of  four  or  five  pupils  will  not 
increase  the  cost  of  a  school  already  established. 

Two  methods  of  remedying  the  evil  may  be  suggested .' 
First — Require  the  Academies  to  do  strictly  academic 
works.  Let  their  curriculum  begin  where  that  of  the  dis- 
trict school  ends;  and  let  the  pupils  be  promoted  from  the 
lower  school  to  the  higher,  after  a  strict  examination. 
Make  the  Academy  free  to  all  who  are  qualified,  and  let 
the  County  School  Board  supplement  the  State  donation, 
so  as  to  give  the  Principal  of  the  Academy  a  living  salary. 
Or,  secondly — Abolish  the  Academies,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions  referred  to  above,  and  let  the  donation  be 
given  to  any  teacher  of  a  public  school  who  can  show 
the  required  results.  In  order  to  carry  out  this  scheme, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  prescribe  a  course  of  study,  stat- 
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iug  specifically  the  work  to  be  clone  in  the  first,  second,  and 
third  years  of  the  academic  course;  and.  also  to  provide  for 
the  examination  of  the  pupil  at  the  close  of  each  year.  In 
place,  then,  of  paying  $100  for  a  year  of  mere  elementary 
instruction,  I  would  propose  to  give  the  teacher  of  every 
public  school  |10  for  every  pupil  able  to  pass  the  entrance 
examination  to  the  academic  course;  $15  for  each  pupil 
completing  the  first  years  course;  $20  for  the  second; 
and  |25  each  for  those  who  should  complete  the  academic 
course,  and  thus  be  prepared  to  enter  college.  These 
amounts  being  additional  to  the  ordinary  salary  of  the 
teacher,  there  would  be  a  strong  inducem.ent  for  teachers 
to  prepare  themselves  to  give  this  intermediate  instruction, 
and  the  good  effects  of  the  academic  donation  would  be  felt 
equally  in  the  Primary  School  and  the  College.  If  this 
scheme  should  commend  itself  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  the  Legislature,  it  will  be  an  additional  recom- 
mendation that  it  will  not  cost  the  pubhc  a  dollar  to  make 
the  experiment.  It  proposes  only  a- different  distribution 
of  moneys  already  appropriated.  As  to  the  effects  of  the 
experiment  on  the  teachers  of  existing  Academies,  it  need 
only  be  said  that  if  they  deserve  the  money,  they  can  get 
it  on  the  new  plan  as  well  as  on  the  old. 

THE  COLLEGES. 

But  the  work  of  grading  cannot  stop  here.  If  the  Acade- 
mies have  been  doing  elementary  ^A'ork  at  Academic  prices, 
the  Colleges  have  been  doing  a  good  deal  of  Academic  (and 
even  lower)  work  at  Collegiate  rates.  And  as  the  Acade- 
mies have  injured  the  neighboring  District  Schools  by 
trenching  on  their  province,  so  the  Colleges  have  helped  to 
kill  the  Academies  by  undertaking  to  do  the  work  of  the 
Academies, 

If  one  class  of  Institutions  should  be  restricted  to  their 
own  department,  so  should  the  other.     It  seems  absurd  that 
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th  eState  of  Maryland  should  pay  $100  a  year  for  having 
children  taught  to  read,  write,  and  cipher  in  a  chartered 
Institution  called  a  College.  Whatever  money  is  paid  to 
these  Colleges  should  be  paid  for  instruction  which  is 
higher  than  that  which  has  been  termed  Academic,  And 
yet  I  do  not  think  that  the  Colleges  supported  by  the  State 
should  aim  at  a  very  high  curriculum. 

One  Institution  of  the  highest  grade  we  do  need,  and  can 
help  to  support.  Such  an  Institution  we  shall  have  in  the 
Johns  Hopkins  University,  and  I  suggest  that  the  Colleges 
should  be  restricted  to  such  a  curriculum  as  shall  be  interme- 
diate between  the  Academy  (or  High  School)  and  the 
University.  If  a  pupil  enters  the  Primary  School  at  six 
years,  the  Academy  at  twelve,  and  the  College  at  fifteen, 
he  will  be  ready  for  the  University  at  nineteen,  or  at  eigh- 
teen if  the  College  be  limited,  as  I  think  it  ought  to  be,  to 
a  three  years'  course.  At  first  sight  this  would  seem  to  be 
lowering  the  position  of  the  College ;  in  reality  it  would 
have  the  opposite  effect.  I^fot  even  St.  John's  need  be 
ashamed  to  occupy,  in  relation  to  a  first-class  University, 
the  position  which  Eton  and  Rugby  hold  with  regard  to 
Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

THE  AaRICULTUEAL  COLLEGE. 

The  decline  in  the  Agricultural  College  which  was  men- 
tioned in  the  last  report  continued  to  the  end  ot  the  past 
scholastic  year.  To  the  causes  of  this  decline  it  is  needless 
to  refer  here,  except  so  far  as  to  obtain  guidance  for  the 
future.  The  College  has  passed  into  new  hands;  of  the  old 
officers  and  professors  but  one  is  left;  a  new  programme 
has  been  laid  down,  and  the  public  are  expected  to  believe 
that  under  the  new  regime  the  errors  of  the  past  will  be 
retrieved,  and  the  promises  of  the  past  redeemed.  Were 
this  the  first  time  tnat  a  similar  confidence  has  been  invited, 
these  promises  would  readily  be  accepted  without  discount. 
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But  as  the  College  has  now  had  six  different  Presidents  in 
nine  years,  and  has  been  re-organized  by  each  successive 
President,  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  the  conviction  that  even 
reconstruction  may  fail  to  produce  the  long-wished  for 
result.  The  most  important  portions  of  the  last  quarterly 
report  of  the  lately  appointed  President,  Captain  Wra.  H. 
I'arker,  are  given  below,  from  which  it  will  be  evident  that 
he  has  entered  on  his  duties  in  the  right  spirit,  with  correct 
views  of  the  proper  functions  of  the  College,  and  the  best 
intentions  with  regard  to  the  finances. 

The  question,  "What  has  led 'to  the  past  failure  of  the 
Agricultural  College,"  may  now  be  briefly  discussed  with- 
out prejudice,  and  indeed,  without  reference,  to  the  present 
Faculty.  My  opinion  is  that  while  a  great  many  subordi- 
nate causes  have  contributed  to  this  unfortunate  result,  the 
principal  cause  has  been  a  want  of  unanimity  and  perma- 
nence in  the  govering  Board  of  Trustees.  Want  of  unan- 
imity is  what  every  institution  controlled  by  a  Board  may 
have  to  contend  against  occasionally,  and  no  legislation  can 
prevent  it;  but  when  to  this  we  add  the  risk  of  having  the 
complexion  of  the  Board  changed  every  year,  so  that  the 
minority  of  each  year  may  be  the  majority  of  the  next,  the 
danger  of  failure  is  very  greatly  increased.  Still,  this  is 
not  the  worst.  The  constitution  of  the  Board  is  such  that 
there  may  be  a  change  of  policy  every  quarter,  without 
there  being  any  change  in  the  opinions  of  individual  mem- 
bers. The  Board  consists  of  eleven  members,  of  whom  five 
make  a  legal  quorum;  three  members,  therefore  (a  majority 
of  the  legal  quorum)  may  determine  on  a  certain  policy, 
and  three  other  members  may  reverse  it  at  the  next  meet- 
ing.    This  has  actually  happened. 

Despairing  of  success  under  this  condition  of  affairs,  I 
proposed  last  Spring  that  the  management  of  the  College 
should  be  entrusted,  informally,  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, or  to  an  Executive  Committee  of  three,  of  whom 
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two  should  be  members  of  the  State  Board.     The  proposi- 
tion was  declined. 

I  am  still  of  opinion  that  unless  that  feature  of  the  char- 
ter is  changed  by  which  seven  Trustees  are  elected  annually 
by  the  Stockholders,  the  College  cannot  succeed,  under 
any  President  and  with  any  Faculty.  So  long  as  the  inter- 
val between  two  annual  meetings  is  spent  by  the  defeated 
party  in  collecting  proxies  to  carry  the  next  election,  there 
can  be  no  consistent  policy  and  no  permanent  Faculty.  A 
man  may  occasionally  be  found  shrewd  enough  to  count 
the  votes  beforehand,  and  supple  enough  to  change  his 
sentiments  to  suit  the  anticipated  majority,  but  such  men 
are  rare,  and  colleges  are  not  built  up  by  them. 

The  State  owns  one-half  of  the  College  property,  and  pays 
(directly  or  indirectly)  the  whole  expense  of  maintaining  it. 

I  believe  most  of  the  stockholders  would  be  willing  to 
surrender  their  shares  to  the  State,  and  the  interest  of  the 
remainder  could  be  purchased  at  a  reasonable  price.  If 
the  College  is  to  be  continued,  this  is  the  p.olicy  I  should 
recommend.  I  had  formerly  thought  that  under  these 
circumstances  the  College  should  be  governed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  managed  as  the  Scientific  School 
of  the  State,  and  the  connecting  link  between  the  District 
Schools  and  the  Scientific  Course  of  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  But  I  now  suggest  that  the  Trustees  should 
consist  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  Governor,  three 
from  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  two  from  among 
the  practical  farmers  of  the  State. 

In  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  eleven 
members,  there  are  four  members  who  represent  the  State ; 
but  it  is  by  no  means  clear  who  are  the  persons  legally 
authorized  to  cast  the  four  votes  to  which  the  State  is  en- 
titled. The  question  was  amicably,  but  informally,  settled 
for  the  time  by  the  last  Board,  but  the  doubt  should  be 
removed  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature. 
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EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  LAST  QUARTERLY  REPORT  OF 
PRESIDENT  PARKER. 

The  session  of  the  Agricultnral  College  commenced  on 
the  20th  day  of  September  of  the  present  year,  and  there 
are  now  47  students  actually  in  attendance,  though  52  have 
registered. 

There  are  three  Professors  attached  to  the  College,  viz: 
Parker,  Professor  of  Mathematics ;  Worthington,  Professor 
of  English  Literature ;  and  Jones,  Professor  of  Agriculture ; 
and  two  Assistant  Professors,  viz :  Clarkson,  Professor  of 
Natural  Sciences  and  Chemistry;  and  Nelson,  Professor  of 
applied  Mathematics.  The  amount  pledged  by  the  College 
for  the  pay  of  these  gentlemen  is  $5,200  for  the  scholastic 
year. 

The  Preparatory  Departmenthavingbeen  broken  up,  most 
of  the  stuclents  are  entered  in  the  Freshman  Class.  There 
are  five  students  in  the  Sophomore,  and  three  in  the  Senior 
Class.     There  were  none  offering  for  the  Junior  Class. 

The  Senior  Class  are  studying  Astronomy,  Analytical 
Geometry,  Compositioji,  Elocution,  History  of  Civilzation, 
Mental  Philosophy,  Applied  Chemistry,  Assays  and  Min- 
eralogy, and  practical  Agriculture, 

The  Sophomore  Class  are  studying  Plain  and  Spherical 
Trigonometry,  Mensuration,  Surveying,  Algebra,  Rhetoric, 
Elocution,  History  of  England,  Analytical  Chemistry,  Agri. 
cultural  Botany  (how  crops  feed,)  Latin  and  Practical  Agri- 
culture. 

The  Freshman  Class  are  studying  Arithmetic,  Algebra, 
Grammar,  Geography,  Spelling,  Writing,  History  of  the 
United  States,  Natural  Philosophy,  Agricultural  'Botany 
(how  plants  grow),  Elementar}^  Chemistry  and  Latin. 

While  all  the  classes  are  studying  branches  relating  to 
Agriculture,  such  as  Botany,  Chemistry,  &c.,  there  is 
also  a  special  one  in  practical  agriculture,  consisting  of  aU 
the  members  of  the  Senior  and  Sophomore  Classes,  and 
one  from  the  Freshman. 
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The  members  of  this  class  are  taken  over  the  farm  and 
practically  instrncted  in  the  care  of  sheep  and  cattle,  ma- 
king roads  and  bridges,  embankments, &c.,  draining  lands, 
and  the  winter  care  of  a  farm. 

They  have  been  sent  to  the  Agricultural  Dejiartraent  in 
Washington  under  their  Instructor,  and  it  is  intended  to 
send  them  in  as  often  as  the  Professor  finds  necessary  to 
illustrate  his  lectures. 

Lectures  on  subjects  relating  to  Agriculture  have  been 
delivered  by  Professors  Tonry  and  TJhler,  and  v^^ill  be 
continued  monthly  throughout  the  session. 

When  the  spring  opens  and  farming  operations  com- 
mence, all  classes  will  be  taken  into  the  field  and  practical 
labor  encouraged. 

Opening  in  September  with  no  money  other  than  stu- 
dents' fees,  we  have  so  far  paid  all  our  expenses,  and  as  far 
as  I  can  see,  can  continue  to  do  so. 

If  nothing  unfavorable  occurs  we  can  devote  most,  if  not 
all,  of  the  $6,000  coming  to  us  from  the  State  in  February 
to  the  settlement  of  the  old  clg-ims  upon  the  College. 
The  total  debt  is  now  a  trifle  over  $9,000. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  as  we  have  a  note 
in  bank  for  $3,000  (to  be  taken  up  with  the  $3,000  due  us 
in  January),  the  debt  of  the  College  at  the  hegiiining  of  my  ad- 
ministration was  twelve  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  possible  to  carry  on  the  College  and  farm  as  at  pre- 
sent, and  devote  most  of  the  revenue  drawn  from  the 
United  States  Government  and  State  to  the  payment  of  old 
debts.  At  this  rate  the  College  will  be  free  of  debt,  say  by 
September  next.  In  the  meantime  no  additions  can  be 
made  to  the  College  or  Farm.  It  is  for  you,  gentlemen,  to 
decide  whether  the  next  Legislature  shall  be  asked  for  an 
additional  appropriation  or  not. 

It  shall  be  my  endeavor  to  manage  this  Institution  in  ac- 
cordance with  chapter  178,  laws  of  1865,  especially  "  to  teach 
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sucii  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to  Agriculture  and 
the  Mechanic  Arts,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics." 

The  standard  of  the  Collea-e  should  not  be  too  hio-h. 
It  should  be  accessible  to  all,  and,  in  point  of  fact,  should 
be  a  connecting  link  between  the  Public  Grammar  Schools 
of  the  State  and  the  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

ST.  JOHIS'S  COLLEGE. 

Two  years  ago  I  suggested  that  in  consideration  of  the 
fact  that  the  State  is  paying  St.  John's  Collage  $15,000  a 
year  for  the  education  of  fifty  young  men  as  teachers  (|10,000 
for  boardirjg  and  |5,000  for  tuition),  this  College  might  be 
made  the  JSTormal  School  for  men,  and  the  present  State 
ISTormal  School  might  be  appropriated  to  women  exclusively. 
In  order  to  carry  this  idea  into  practice,  it  would  be  neces- 
sary for  the  authorities  of  the  College  to  provide  for  teacher- 
students  a  Normal  course  of  instruction  and  training 
which  should  be  approved  by  the  State  Boad  of  Education, 
and  which  should  entitle  those  who  complete  it  to  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  highest  grade.  It  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  co- 
operate with  the  Principal  of  the  College  in  devising  a 
scheme  for  this  purpose,  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor 
and  Visitors  of  the  College,  and  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion respectively,  before  being  submitted  to  the  Legislature. 
It  would  be  a  relief  to  the  State  ISTorraal  School  to  lose  the 
few  young  men  who  belong  to  it  (never  more  than  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  students)  but  even  to  obtain  this 
relief  I  should  not  be  willing  to  give  up  the  training  of  our 
male  teachers  to  a  corporation  which  is  entirely  unconnected 
with  the  Public  School  System.  It  is  indispensable  to  the 
continued  success  of  primary  education  that  the  State  Board 
of  Education — the  responsible  head  of  the  system — should 
continue  to  direct  and  control  the  training  of  the  teachers. 
Should  St.  John's  College  object  to  this  condition,  it  is  very 
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probable  that  satisfactory  arrangements  tor  tlie  Normal 
training  of  young  men  could  be  made  with  the  Agricultural 
College,  provided  the  present  eltbrt  at  reconstruction  is 
successful. 

WASHINGTON  COLLEGE. 

The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  and 
Governors  to  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

During  the  Scholastic  year  ending  July  14,  1875,  there 
were  in  attendance  upon  the  college  classes  thirty   pupils. 

Under  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  1856,  chapter  219,  and 
1870,  chapter  339,  free  board,  tuition,  books  and  stationery 
have  been  furnished  to  one  student  from  each  of  the 
counties  on  the  Eastern  Shore  and  under  the  act  of  1872, 
chapter  282,  the  same  privileges  have  been  furnished  to 
six  additional  students  from  the  counties  of  the  Eastern 
Shore,  which  counties  were  selected  by  the  Board  of  Vis- 
itors in  tlie  manner  described  in  their  last  annual  report, 

The  Visitors  have  also,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
5  of  the  act  of  1874,  added  260  volumes  of  standard  works 
to  the  College  Library,  and  have  iliade  extensive  and  valu- 
able additions  to  the  philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus 
of  the  college,  which  is  now  in  excellent  condition. 

The  Visitors  aregratitied  to  state  that  public  interest  and 
contidence  in  the  college  is  very  generally  manifested,  and 
under  the  present  thorough  management  of  the  distin- 
guished principal  and  his  associates,  the  Visitors  have 
every  reason  to  expect  increased  prosperit3\

CONCLUSION. 

The,  scholastic  year  whose  history  is  recorded  in  the 
pages  of  this  report,  may  be  regarded  as  a  year  of  satis- 
factory progress  and  of  hopeful  promise. 
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As  usual,  the  City  of  Baltimore  leads  the  way.  Pausing 
but  for  a  moment  to  recover  from  the  shock  caused  by  the 
death  of  her  leading  educator,  the  late  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Wm,  R,  Creery,  she  is  again  pressing  steadily  and 
vigorously  forward  in  her  chosen  path,  under  a  younger 
but  no  less  earnest  leader.  The  year  has  been  marked  by 
three  important  steps  in  advance.  First,  the  completion  of 
several  school  buildings  of  a  higher  character,  and  better 
adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  pupils,  than  any  heretofore 
erected.  Second,  the  directing  of  more  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  study  of  drawing;  and  especially  the  restora- 
tion of  drawing  to  its  proper  place  in  the  curriculum  of 
the  Baltimore  City  College,  from  whicli  it  had  been  excluded 
for  nearly  twenty  years.  Third,  a  more  emphatic  recogni- 
tion of  the  claims  of  language,  especially  the  English 
hinguage,  both  in  the  preliminary  examination  of  teachers 
and  in  the  ordinary  work  of  the  schools. 

In  this  march  of  improvement  the  County  Schools  are 
following — with  "unequal  steps  "  it  may  be — but  in  the 
right  direction,  and  with  a  patient  energy  that  will  finally 
ensure  success.  Some  school-houses  have  been  built  dur- 
ing tlie  year,  which,  for  size,  beauty  and  convenience,  will 
rank  with  what  were  the  best  of  city  schools  a  few  years 
ago.  The  addition  of  geometry  and  physiology  to  the  stu- 
dies in  which  all  teachers  must  be  examined  before  receiving 
a  certificate,  has  stirred  up  many  old  teachers  to  renew 
their  acquaintance  with  the  friends  of  their  youth,  and 
will  have  the  efl:ect  of  repressing  the  youthful  ardor  of 
immature  candidates  for  teacher's  salaries. 

The  uniform  course  and  method  of  study  prescribed  by 
the  State  Board  has  taken  a  firm  hold  in  most  of  the  coun- 
ties, and  is  destined  to  work  a  revolution  (not  before  it  was 
needed)  among  the  teachers  and  schools  of  many  a  sleepy 
hollow.  If  the  Examiners  will  only  insist  on  teaching  in 
place  of  lesson-hearing,  and  demand  results  which  can  be 
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measured  in  place  of  a  mere  patting  in  of  time,  rehictant 
teachers  will  be  driven  of  necessity  to  the  "  graded  system." 
There  is  a  promise  that  some  counties  which  have  here- 
tofore been  able  to  keep  the  schools  open  but  seven  months 
and  a  half  in  the  year,  will  be  soon  able  to  make  a  full  an- 
nual  session   of  ten  months.     The  closing  of  schools  for 
four  and  a  half  months  in  summer,  is  a  great  loss  to  young 
hildren,  who  cannot  brave  the  severe  weather  of  winter, 
od  are  apt,  even  when  they  go  to  school  in  that  season,  to 
e  crowded  out  of  their  proper  share  of  attention  by  older 
iud  more  advanced  pupils. 

It  would  be  pleasant  to  close  with  unqualified  expressions 
of  satisfaction  with  the  past  and  hope  for  the  future.  But 
candor  compels  me  to  say  that  while,  comparatively  speak- 
ing, our  schools  have  done  remarkably  well,  considering 
the  time  they  have  been  organized  and  the  money  that  is 
expended  on  them,  yet  speaking  absolutely  there  is  a  large 
number  of  schools  in  the  State  that  are  very  far  behind  the 
demands  of  modern  scientific  education,  and  even  behind 
the  necessary  requirements  of  practical  life.  To  be  plain,  I 
mean  that  there  are  many  schools  in  the  State  in  which  the 
pupils  are  not  taught  to  read  well,  and  to  write  well — the 
two  lowest  steps  in  the  educational  ladder.  How  long  this 
shall  continue  to  be  the  case  will  depend  on  the  taithful- 
ness  with  which  the  County  Examiners  shall  discharge  the 
delicate  and  responsible  duties  with  which  they  have  been 
entrusted.

1.  The  appointment  of  teachers  by  trustees  is  made 
principally  upon  merit.  We  have  no  knowledge  of  any 
teacher  being  employed  because  of  relationship. 

2.  The  by-laws  require  each  principal  of  a  graded  school 
having  more  than  four  assistants,  to  organize  a  teachers' 
association,  to  meet  every  alternate  Saturday;  where  this 
has  been  done,  it  has  been  attended  with  good  results. 

"6.  Teachers'  Institutes  are  rapidlj'  growing  in  favor.  All 
who  are  worthy  of  the  name  of  teacher  recognize  in  the 
Institute  a  most  valuable  instrumentality  for  bringing  the 
public  schools  to  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency. 

4.  We  have  no  district  libraries  as  yet. 

5.  The  professional  and  literary  qualifications  of  teachers 
are  improving. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  fairly  tested  in  this 
county.  The  result  has  been  a  positive  step  of  advance- 
ment in  the  right  direction.  We  know  of  no  better  test  of 
the  teaching  power  of  an  educator  than  the  correct  grading 
of  the  school.  Parents  will  no  longer  need  to  complain 
that  their  children  are  kept  revolving  in  the  same  circle 
from  year  to  year,  if  the  graded  system  is  strictly  adhered  to.

7.  All  teachers  who  receive  certiticates  this  year  were 
examined  in  Geometry  and  Physiology  ;  and  they  showed 
as  fair  a  knowledge  of  the  subject  as  could  be  expected. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  and  superintends  the  colored 
schools  to  the  same  extent  as  the  white  schools. 

9.  The  county  school  tax  is  paid  regularly  and  promptly. 

10.  The  accounts  of  the  teachers  are  settled  at  the  end 
of  each  term  in  cash. 

11.  The  debt  at  the  close  of  this  year  is  $12,500,  caused 
by  the  building  and  purchase  of  school  houses;  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  board  is  sound,  a  programme  being- 
laid  down  for  the  expenditures  of  the  ensuing  year  by 
which  the  debt  will  be  reduced  to  less  than  four  thousand 
dollars.

1.  The  appointment  of  teachers  by  trustees  is  generally 
made  on  aground  of  merit  principally.  There  may  be  one 
or  two  exceptions. 

2.  There  is  a  County  Teachers'  Association  which  meets 
quarterly  in  the  city  of  Annapolis. 

3.  The  Teachers'  Institute  awakened  a  renewed  interest 
in  school  work. 

4.  There  are  two  district  libraries  in  the  county,  one  at 
Friendship  and  the  other  at  Annapolis.  Attention  has 
been  called  to  this  feature  of  the  School  Law. 

5.  The  professional  and  literary  qualifications  (jf  teachers 
have  generally  improved;  with  few .  exceptions  teachers 
are  trying  to  prepare  better  for  their  work. 

6.  The  graded  system  is  established  in  all  the  schools  in 
the  county.     The  result  has  been  beneficial. 
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7.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  have  heen  examined  in 
Geometry  and  Physiology  and  have  shown  a  tolerably  fair 
knoAvledge  of  the  subject. 

8.  The  colored  schools  have  been  visited  and  super- 
intended as  the  white  schools. 

9.  The  county  school  tax  is  not  paid  regularly  and 
promptly.  The  chief  reason  for  this  is  the  difficulty  the 
collectors  fi.nd  in  maldng  collections,  in  consequence  of  the 
hardness  of  the  times.- 

10.  The  accounts  of  teachers  are  not  all  paid  at  the  close 
of  each  term,  because  tlie  county  school  tax  is  not  paid 
promptly.  "What  money  is  on  hand  is  distributed  among 
the  teachers.  All  who  wish  it  obtain  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness on  orders  of  the  county  collectors.

Owing  to  the  severe  illness  of  Dr.  Samuel  Kepler,  the 
Secretary  to  our  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners, 
the  duty  of  preparing  and  transmitting  to  you  a  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  Public  Schools  of  this  county  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  1875,  has  devolved  on  the 
President,  and  the  same  is  herewith  transmitted. 

Taking  the  Secretary's  books  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  without  explanation,  except  such  as  afforded  by  the 
books  themselves,  preparing  the  many  and  varied  statistics 
which  go  to  make  up  the  report,  and  shownng  the  tliousand 
and  one  items  which  comprise  the  expenditures  of  the  year, 
is  tbe  best  proof  wliich  can  be  offered  of  tbe  valued  ser- 
vices of  our  Secretary,  whose  accounts  balance  with  the 
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nicety  of  those  of  a  well  regulated  banking  institution,  and 
are  kept  with  a  neatness  which  reflects  great  credit  upon 
him.  We  regret  our  inability  to  properly  compensate  the 
ability,  industry  and  integrity  displayed  by  him.  Notwith- 
standing the  accuracy  of  his  accounts,  the  actual  work  re- 
quired in  making  up  the  report  has  been  immense,  and 
has  taken  up  all  the  time  which  I  could  spare  from  my 
business.  It  is  only  through  the  valued  and  kind  assist- 
ance of  Mr.  Thos.  C.  Bruff,  the  Principal  of  our  High 
School,  at  Towsontown,  that  I  am  enabled  to  transmit  it 
at  this  time. 

We  began  the  scholastic  year  with  some  tinancial  embar- 
rassments, and  in  order  to  recover  from  them,  determined 
to  close  our  schools  on  the  1st  of  iMay,  unless  the  County 
Commissioners  should  feel  themselves  justified  in  making 
such  additional  levy  for  school  purposes  as  would  relieve 
us,  and  we  asked  for  a  levy  of  twenty  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars.  The  question  thus  presented  to  the 
County  Commissioners,  and  to  the  people  of  the  county, 
was  promptly  met  by  the  friends  of  the  schools;  and  jus- 
tice compels  me  to  recognize  the  fact  that  it  encounters  the 
opposition  of  a  determined,  resolute  and  active  minority 
of  our  people.  Every  mistake  committed  by  the  Board 
was  hunted  up  and  charged  to  the  account  'of  the  schools? 
and  every  secret  enemy  of  the  Public  Schools  exulted  in 
the  idea  that  a  blow  could  be  struck  at  them.  Very  few 
were  foolhardy  enough  to  say  that  thej^  were  opposed  to 
Public  School  education,  but  the  oppostion  took  the  shape  of 
opposing  the  grade  of  education  taught.  Men,  intelligent  in 
all  other  departments  of  life  in  which  I  have  met  them, 
gravely  objected  to  teaching  anything  more  than  the  sim- 
pliest  rudiments  of  education,  and  as  gravely  asserted  that 
giving  an  education  to  boys  enables  them  to  go  to  cities 
and  towns,  and  produced  a  scarcity  of  farm  labor;  and, 
that  it  was   necessary,  ii]    order  to  keep  labor  at  home,  to 
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teach  less  in  the  schools.  These  and  similar  views  were 
actually  written  to  our  count}'  press,  in  the  discussions 
which  took  place  on  this  subject;  but  happily  for  the 
honor  and  intelligence  of  the  count}',  such  views  were  not 
entertained  by  a  majority  of  our  people,  nor  indeed  by 
any  but  a  very  small  minority.  The  great  popular  heart 
of  this  county  beats  for  a  more  liberal  education  than  that 
which  we  are  now  enabled  to  give,  and  the  many  who  op- 
pose Public  Schools  must  stand  aside. 

The  only  trouble  is  in  finding  every  one  willing  to  pay 
for  what  he  wants  and  demands.  The  masses  are  willing 
to  do  so,  and  showed  their  willingness  in  such  unmistak- 
able terms  to  our  County  Commissioners,  that  an  increase 
in  the  rate  of  taxation  was  determined  on,  but  in  order  to 
satisfy,  if  possible,  those  who  opposed  the  increase,  the  rate 
was  fixed  at  18  cents  instead  of  20,  as  asked  by  us  ;  this 
only  enabled  us  to  continue  our  schools  the  whole  year, 
without  paying  our  indebtedness  which  is  almost  as  large 
now  as  it  was  one  year  ago.  The  agitation  onthe  subject 
had  the  effect  of  greatly  reducing  the  number  of  scholars 
towards  the  close  of  the  year.  Parents  supposing  the 
schools  were  to  close,  made  arrangements  which  took  the 
children  out  of  the  schools. 

The  only  building  done  the  past  year  was  an  enlarge- 
ment of  two  houses,  one  at  Clifton,  to  accommodate  a  thickly 
settled  portion  of  the  county,  whose  school  facilities  had 
long  been  inadequate  to  their  wants,  and  towards  which 
the  County  Commissioners  made  a  special  appropriation. 

At  Eeisterstown  the  old  "  Franklin  Academy,"  which 
had  become  almost  uninhabitable,  was  turned  over  to  the 
county  authorities  and  a  good  title  obtained  therefor.  In 
accordance  with  the  agreement  entered  into  at  the  time, 
this  building  was  enlarged  and  repaired  and  it  now  is  the 
finest  schoolhouse  in  the  county,  and  will  accommodate  the 
school  going  population    of  that   thriving  and  intelligent 
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village  for  years  to  come.  There  was  for  3- ears  trouble 
about  this  house  between  our  predecessors  and  the  trustees 
of  the  academy,  which  is  now  happily  settled  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all  parties,  and  vastly  to  the  interests  of  the  rising 
generation,  who  too  frequently  are  the  principal  sufferers 
in  all  controverses   growing   out  of  school  mangaement. 

The  contracts  for  these  houses  were  entered  into  during 
the  past  year,  but  inasmuch  as  the  work  was  paid  for  in 
the  present  year,  this  reference  to  them  is  considered  proper. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  in  the  matter  of  building,  which 
we  are  compelled  to  postpone  until  we  see  better  days,  or 
until  the  coming  of  that  time  which  our  little  ones  look  to 
as  "  when  our  ship  comes  home." 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  bearing  my  testimony 
to  the  faithful  manner  in  which  my  colleagues  have  as- 
sisted me  in  the  work  of  the  schools.  Every  one  of  them 
feels  a  warm  interest  in  the  cause.

1.  Teachers  are  appointed  on  the  ground  of  merit  prin- 
cipally. 

2.  A  Teachers'  Association  has  lately  been  formed. 

3.  The  Teachers'  Institutes  have  had  a  good  effect. 

4.  We  have  no  district  libraries. 

5.  The  professional  and  literal  qualifications  of  teachers 
are  improving. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  tried;  but  not  "  fairly 
and  fully"  ;  because,  first,  the  teachers  have  not  "fairly  and 
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fully"  understood  it ;  and  secondly,  because  of  a  preference 
for  the  old  ways. 

7.  Teachers  have  been  examined  in  Geometry  and  Phy- 
siology, and  show  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  subjects. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  the  colored  schools  the  same  as 
the  white  schools. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  is  not  paid  regularly  and 
promptly.     llTo  steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy  the  evil. 

10.  Teachers'  accounts  are  settled  at  the  close  of  each 
term  by  orders  on  the  county  for  balances  due  after  the  cash 
in  hand  is  exhausted. 


CAROLINE  COUN'TY.

1.  The  Board  has  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  cases 
in  which  the  relatives,  personal  friends  or  dependents  of  the 
Trustees  are  preferred.  The  conviction  is  general,  and  is 
gaining  gronnd,  that,  were  the  appointment  of  teachers  made 
by  the  County  Board,  this  evil  would  disappear.  Local 
difficulties  and  wrangling  growing  out  of  the  action  of  the 
Trustees  could  not  so  well  arise ;  and  teachers  would  not 
suffer  the  dispiriting  and  painful  anxiety  produced  by  a 
sense  of  subjection  to  local  whims. 

2.  There  was  no  Teachers'  Association  fully  organized 
last  year. 

3.  The  effect  of  the  Teachers'  Listitutes  has  been  most 
wholesome  and  encouraging. 

4.  We  have  no  district-school  libraries. 

5.  The  qualifications  of  teachers  are  decidedly  improvino* 

6.  The  graded  system  has  not  been  fairly  and  fully  tried 
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as  yet ;  but  I  feel  sure  it  will  find  its  way  into  all  the  schools 
next  year. 

7.  Teachers  have  been  examined  in  Geometry  and  Phy- 
siology, but  with  some  pleasing  exceptions  there  was  a 
great  deficiency  in  a  knowledge  of  these  branches. 

8.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  the  Examiner  during  the 
mouths  when  the  colored  schools  were  in  operation  they  did 
not  receive  that  attention  which  they  need  and  justly  de- 
serve. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  has  not  been  regularly  and 
promptly  paid.  Collectors  have  been  warned.  There  is 
promise  of  their  being  more  punctual  in  future, 

10.  Teachers'  accounts  are  paid  in  cash  but  there  have 
been  some  delays.  The  people  were  never  more  interested 
in  Public  Schools  than  now.  Building  school-houses  meets 
with  favor  and  the  work  is  actively  going  on.  The  County 
Commissioners  have  levied  two  thousand  dollars  for  build- 
ing purposes,  and  seven  thousand  dollars  for  current  ex- 
penses. A  portion  of  the  State  appropriation  for  the  sup- 
port of  colored  schools  will  be  used  to  build  school-houses; 
the  want  of  proper  houses  being  the  great  hindrance  to  the 
succes  of  these  schools. 


CARKOLL  COUNTY.

1.  In  some  cases  the  appointments  of  teachers  are  made 
on  the  ground  of  merit ;  but  in  others  "the  relatives  or  per- 
sonal friends  or  dependents  of  Trustees  are  preferred" — so 
much  so  that  many  desire  the  abolition  of  the  Trustee  sys- 
tem on  that  account. 

The  Examiner  is  of  opinion  that  one  Trustee  near  the 
school  to  be  moderately  paid  for  actual  services,  should  be 
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appointed  to  serve  conjointly  with  the  School  Commissioner 
of  the  district  in  appointing  the  teacher,  reserving  to  the 
Board  the  right  to  approve  or  reject,  and  in  case  of  disa- 
greement between  the  Trustee  and  the  Commissioner,  re- 
quiring the  Examiner  to  decide  the  dispute. 

2.  We  have  a  County  Teachers'  Association  of  which 
the  Examiner  is  President,  and  it  promises  the  best  results. 

3.  The  Teachers'  Institutes  have  produced  beneticial 
effects. 

4.  There  is  but  one  school  district  library  in  the  county 
— at  Freedom. 

5.  The  teachers  are  measurably  improving.  The  few, 
who  will  never  improve,  are  gliding  out  of  the  profession. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  zealously  urged  upon  the 
teachers  ;  and  classification  according  to  the  printed  sche- 
dule has  become  the  established  practice  with  good  results. 

7.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  have  been  examined  in  Geom- 
etry and  Physiology.  A  respectable  number  showed  a  fair 
knowledge  of  the  subjects,  and  all  are  striving  to  improve, 

8.  The  Examiner  makes  no  distinction  between  white 
and  colored  schools,  visiting  all  alike  as  he  reaches  them  in 
their  order  on  his  circuit. 

9.  The  County  Commissioners  this  year  paid  the  School 
Tax  promptly,  but  the  levy  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  schools. 

10.  Teachers  are  paid  promptly  at  the  close  of  each  term 
in  cash.  We  are  paying  our  teachers  inadequate  salaries 
and  many  portions  of  the  County  are  almost  destitute  of 
school-houses.  The  law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  require 
the  County  Commissioners  to  provide  funds  sufficient  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  School  Board,  who  alone  can  form 
a  proper  estimate  of  the  amount  required.  The  inadequacy 
of  our  present  means  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  one  third 
of  our  school-houses  are  mean  hovels,  and  that  the  salaries  of 
teachers  range  from  $180  to  $285  per  anjium,  the  latter  rate 
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being  the  highest  now  paid  to  our  ablest  teachers.  Everj^ 
member  of  our  School  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
schools  would  improve  in  full  proportion  to  a  very  large 
increase  of  funds  judiciously  expended, 

We  have  spent  $10,870  in  buildings  this  year,  including 
a  large  school-house  of  five  rooms  capable  of  being  thrown 
into  one  great  hall  90x44  feet,  by  means  of  movable  parti- 
tions. 

We  need  still  more  school-houses  of  the  same  sort. 


CECIL  COUNTY.

[No  answer  was  returned  to  the  queries  sent.] 
The  schools  have  been  kept  open  for  the  whole  ten 
months.  We  have  lessened  our  debt  by  about  $6,000. 
The  proceedings  of  the  Teachers'  Institute  were  of  the 
most  interestino-  character.  The  address  of  Dr.  Nelson  of 
St.  John's  College  contributed  greatly  to  the  enjoyment  of 
the  teachers. 

All  the  schools  with  one  exception  have  been  classified  ac- 
cording to  the  plan  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  with  decided  advantage  both  to  teachers  and  pupils. 


CHARLES  COUNTY.

1.  The  School  Trustees  as  a  general  rule  have  shown  a 
commendable  desire  to  procure  the  services  of  teachers 
based  upon  merit.  There  may  be  instances  of  influence 
exercised  through  feelings  of  personal  friendship  or  rela- 
tionship but|they  are  rare. 
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2.  We  have  a  Teachers'  Association  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition and  well  attended.     The  Examiner  is  President. 

3.  The  Teachers'  Institutes  held  in  this  County  have  un- 
doubtedly proved  beneficial.  Their  good  eff'ect  will  be 
more  felt  when  experience  shows  the  necessity  of  giving 
the  exercises  more  of  the  practical  and  every  day  teaching 
character  and  less  of  the  theoretical. 

4.  We  have  one  district  library ;  the  attention  of  the 
people  has  not  been  particularly  directed  to  this  feature  of 
the  School  Law. 

5.  The  qualifications  of  teachers  are  improving. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  tried,  but  not  fully  and 
fairly.  Ist.  Because  teachers  Uke  to  teach  ''on  their  own 
hook."  2d.  They  seem  to  confound  classification  with 
grading.  3d.  The  irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils  is 
unfa\^orable  to  the  adoption  of  the  system.  4th.  There  is 
alittle  prejudice  on  the  part  of  parents,  because  the}  wrongly 
believe  that  the  graded  system  involved  the  purchase  of 
more  books;  lastly,  parents  were  apprehensive  that  their 

•  children  would  be  "set  back"  in  their  studies.  In  the  few 
instances  in  which  it  was  tried  the  past  year,  the  results  were 
good,  and  as  its  policy  and  utility  become  better  known 
all  obstacles  will  give  way. 

7.  Teachers  have  been  examined  in  Geometry  and  Phy- 
siology and  have  evinced  a  highly  creditable  knowledge  of 
these  subjects. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  and  superintends  the  white  and 
colored  schools  alike. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  has  not  been  paid  promptly. 
'No  steps  looking  to  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken 
except  in  one  instance. 

10.  Teachers'  accounts  are  settled  promptly  at  the  close 
of  the  term  ;  principally  by  bank-checks.  We  have  issued 
neither  certificates  of  indebtedness  nor  orders  on  the  County. 
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-    DORCHESTER  COUNTY.

1.  The  number  of  certificated  teachers  is  insufiicient  to 
supply  all  our  schools,  and  Trustees  are  sometimes  com- 
pelled to  employ  other  teachers  for  a  short  time  or  close 
the  schools  ;  an  Examination  must  be  held,  however,  before 
the  expiration  of  six  months.  I  know  of  no  cases  where 
relations  or  dependendents  of  trustees  are  preferred  to  other 
teachers  who  are  better. 

2.  We  have  organized  seven  Teachers'  Associations. 
They  meet  quarterly  at  the  different  school-houses  in  the 
morning,  examining  the  work  at  the  particular  school 
visited.  In  the  afternooon  the  Association  discuss  educa- 
tional matters.  The  local  officers  of  the  Association  secure 
lecturers  occasionally. 

3.  The  influence  of  the  Teachers'  Institutes  has  been  most 
beneficial.  The  last  was  a  decided  success.  Our  rale  has 
been  to  allow  teachers  their  salaries  during  the  entire 
session,  and  one  dollar  a  day  additional  to  meet  the  increased 
expense  of  board. 

4.  There  are  several  district  libraries  in  the  County, 
attention  is  annually  called  to  this  feature  of  the  law. 

5.  The  qualifications  of  teachers  are  improving. 

6.  The  "  graded  system  "  has  been  tried  fairly  in  many 
of  the  schools  with  decided  benefit  to  the  pupils,  to  the 
organization  of  the  schools,  and  to  the  systematizing  of  the 
work  of  the  teacher. 

7.  Teachers  have  all  been  examined  in  Geometry  and 
Physiology,  and  showed  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  subjects. 

8.  The  Examiner  makes  no  difference  in  his  visits  to 
white  and  colored  schools. 
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9.  The  county  school  tax  is  never  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  School  Board.  For  years  we  liave  been  forced  to 
use  county  orders.  There  seems  to  be  no  other  way  known 
here  of  utilizing  the  connty  levy.  Many  of  the  teachers 
dispose  of  their  orders  without  loss;  others  have  to  submit 
to  a  discount. 

10.  Teachers'  accounts  are  generally  settled  within  two 
weeks  of  the  end  of  the  session ;  for  one  term  by  county 
orders, — for  the  other  terms  by  cash. 

During  the  Summer  a  Normal  Institute  of  two  months 
for  the  benefit  of  colored  teachers  was  conducted  by  one 
of  our  first  grade  teachers  under  the  direction  of  tbe 
Examiner,  and  was  well  attended.  The  examination  at 
the  end  of  the  session  showed  decided  improvement  in  the 
teachers  who  had  attended  the  Institute

1.  The  appointment  of  teachers  is  made  principally  on 
the  ground  of  merit,  and  in  very  few  cases  are  relative  or 
personal  friends  of  the  Trustees  preferred. 

2.  We  have  a  Teachers'  Association. 

3.  We  can't  say  that  the  improvement  of  the  schools  and 
the  teachers  is  due  to  the  Teachers'  Institute.  [Not  half 
the  teachers  of  the  county  attended  the  Institute.] 
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4.  There  are  no  district  libraries,  though  attention  has 
often  been  called  to  the  subject. 

5.  [Not  answered.] 

6.  The  "  graded  system  "  has  been  introduced  into  all 
the  schools  of  the  county,  and  the  teachers  who  have  given 
it  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion 
that  it  is  an  important  step  towards  uniformity  and  pro- 
^ressiveness  in  our  public  schools. 

7.  Teachers  have  been  examined  in  Geometry  and  Physi- 
ology, but  few  showed  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  subjects. 

8.  There  are  no  colored  schools  in  the  county. 

9.  The  full  amount  of  the  county  school  tax  for  last  year 
was  promptly  paid. 

10.  Teachers'  accounts  are  paid  in  cash  at  the  close  of 
each  term.  Two  County  iSTormal  Schools  were  open  during 
the  Summer,  were  well  attended,  and  were  productive  of 
oT'ood  efiects. 


HARFORD  COUNTY.

1.  The  appointment  of  teachers  by  trustees  is  generally 
made  on  the  ground  of  merit.  There  have  been  a  few 
instances  in  which  relatives,  personal  friends  or  dependents 
have  been  preferred. 

2.  There  is  a  County  Teachers'  Association.  It  is  not 
attended  very  well;  and  not  as  well  by  the  ladies  as  by  the 
men.  The  Examiner  tried  to  organize  an  Association  in 
each  district;  three  succeeded  very  well,  especially  the  one 
in  the  iifth  district.  In  three  districts  the  teachers  did 
not  meet. 
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3.  The  Teachers'  Institutes  have  had  a  very  good  effect, 
but  the  people  do  not  think  so. 

4.  There  are  no  district  libraries. 

5.  The  teachers  are  improving  in  their  qualifications. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  produced  good  results. 
Normal  School  graduates  more  easily  comprehend  and 
carr}  it  out  than  others. 

7.  Teachers  have  been  examined  in  Geometry  and 
Physiology,  but  did  not  show  a  good  knowledge  of  the 
subjects. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  the  colored  schools  the  same  as 
the  white  schools. 

9.  The  county  school  tax  is  neither  paid  regularly  nor 
promptly. 

10.  The  teachers'  accounts  are  audited  as  soon  as  they  are 
sent  in,  and  if  funds  are  in  hands  they  are  paid;  if  not,  we 
give  a  cash  order  on  the  collector  of  the  district  in  which 
the  teacher  resides. 


HOWARD  COUNTY.

[No  answer  to  queries  has  been  received] 

During  the  year  we  built  a  new  house  at  Harriots ville. 
We  now  propose  to  build  in  Ellicott  city  a  house  for  a  gra- 
ded school,  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  entire  school- 
going  population  of  the  city.  [It  has  been  long  and  sorely 
needed.]  The  addition  of  Geometry  and  Physiology  to  the 
studies  required  by  teachers  has  had  the  desired  effect. 
Our  teachers  are  thoughly  alive  to  the  importance  of  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  advancing  spirit  of  the  age.  Several  of 
our  teachers,  by  means  of  public  exhibitions,  solicited  sub- 
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scriptions,  &c.,  raised  funds  sufficient  to  open  in  their  re- 
spective schools  a  library  of  instructive  books.  We  opened 
ten  schools  for  colored  children,  all  of  which  were  kept 
open  for  three  terras  and  some  of  them  for  four. 

The  Teachers'  Institute    held    in  June  last,  was  entirely 
succesful. 


KENT  COUNTY.

1.  The  appointments  of  teachers  by  Trustees  are  made 
principally  on  the  ground  of  merit.  In  but  one  instance 
have  we  any  right  to  suppose  that  a  relative  or  friend  has 
been  preferred. 

^  2.  There  is  a  Teachers'  County  Association  in  the  county 
which  is  well  attended,  and  meets  on  the  lirst  Monday  in 
each  term.  The  Examiner  aids  and  encourages  it  to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  and  is  at  present  the  presiding  officer. 
We  have  also  District  Associations  in  three  of  the  five 
election  districts  which  the  Examiner   regularly  attends. 

3.  These  Associations  have  brought  the  School  System 
more  forcibly  to  the  notice  of  the  parents  of  pupils  atten- 
ding the  schools,  and  increased  their  interest  therein. 

4.  There  are  no  District  Libraries  in  the  county,  nor  has 
the  attention  of  the  people  been  specially  directed  to  this 
feature  of  the  School  Law. 

5.  The  professional  and  literary^  qualifications  of  our 
teachers  are,  we  think,  improving. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  generally  been  fairly  tried,  and 
attended  with  satisfactory  results. 

7.  Since  July  1st  teachers  have  been  examined  in 
Geometry  and  Physiology,  and  they  have  generally  shown 
a  very  limited  knowledge  of  Geometrj^ 
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8.  The  Examiner  visits  the  colored  schools  in  the  same 
manner  and  proportion  as  the  white  schools. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  is  now  very  well  paid. 

10.  Teachers'  accounts  are  settled  at  the  close  of  the  term 

in  cash.

1.  The  appointment  of  teachers  is  made  on  the  ground 
of  merit.  The  contrary  exists  only  to  a  very  limited 
extent  if  at  all. 

2.  There  was  until  a  late  period  a  county  Teachers'  As- 
sociation. Steps  have  been  taken  to  organize  a  Teachers' 
Association  in  every  election  district  in  the  county. 

3.  [No  Teachers'  Institute  has  been  held  in  Montgomery 
County  for  eight  years.] 

4.  There  are  no  district  libraries.  Attention  has  been 
called  to  the  subject. 

5.  Teachers  are  im.proving  in  their  qualifications,  literary 
and  professional. 

6.  The  graded  system  lias  been  tried ;  it  has  been  only 
partially  successful,  chieiiy  on  occount  of  irregular  atten- 
dance. 

7.  Teacbers  have  been  examined  in  Geometry  and  Physi- 
ology, and  have  shown  a  fair  knowedge  of  the  subject. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  and  superintends  the  colored 
schools  in  the  same  way  as  the  white  schools  and  to  the 
same  extent. 

9.  The  county  school  tax  has  not  been  paid  promptly  and 
regularly.  Legal  proceedings  have  been  instituted  against 
delinquent  collectors. 

10.  The  accounts  of  teachers  are  settled,  for  the  most 
part,  at  the  close  of  each  term;  partly  in  cash,  and  partly 
by  certificates  of  indebtedness  and  orders  on  the  county. 
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PRINCE  GEORGE  COUNTY.

1.  Most  of  the  teachers  now  employed  have  held  their 
places  for  years  on  the  ground  of  merit.  That  provision  of 
the  law  which  gives  the  Board  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners the  right  to  confirm  or  reject  a  teacher  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  District  Trustees,  has  led  to  the  habit  of 
consulting  the  Examiner  before  the  teacher  is  appointed. 
A  discreet  and  fearless  Examiner  can  now  control  the  ap- 
pointment of  teachers  to  as  great  an  extent  as  is  con- 
templated by  the  law,  or  as  is  desireable  in  the  operation  of 
our  school  system. 

2.  We  have  in  operation  a  county  Teachers'  Association 
and  three  sub-associations,  visited  and  supervised  by  the 
Examiner.  They  are  well  attended  and  are  highly 
benelicial.  Attendance  and  performance  of  duties  assigned 
are  made,  by  order  of  theSchool  Board,  a  part  of  the  regular 
duties  of  the  teacher. 

3.  The  effect  of  the  Teachers'  Institutes  on  the  schools 
has  been  in  the  highest  degree  beneficial;  the  impression 
on  public  sentiment  is  very  favorable ;  and  the  eii'ect  on 
teachers  is  evinced  in  increase  of  zeal,  extension  of  know- 
ledge, improvement  in  discipline  and  esprit  de  corjps. 

4.  There  are  a  few  school  libraries  aided  by  the  School 
Board  under  the  law. 

5.  The  qualifications  of  teachers  are  improving,  very 
decidedly. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  fairly  and  fully  tried. 
Results  not  marked,  because  the  mode  of  classification 
previously  in  use,  approached  very  nearly  to  the  programme 
laid  down  by  the  State  Board. 
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7.  The  Examiner  does  not  "visit  and  superintend  the 
colored  schools  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  as 
the  white  schools"  and  in  all  probabilitj-  he  never  will. 
The  dift'erence  of  caste  renders  itimpossihle  that  he  should 
visit  them  "in  the  same  way,"  though  he  may  visit  and 
superintend  them  "  to  the  same  extent."  The  attention  and 
efforts  of  the  School  Board  have  been  particularly  directed 
to  this  ignorant  and  helpless  class,  and  with  the  poorest 
result.  Within  the  last  two  years  they  have  built  for  them 
five  new  school-houses,  good  and  comfortable,  and  have 
now  in  progress  of  erection  two  more.  We  find  it  im- 
possible to  fill  their  schools  with  competent  colored  teachers 
at  the  small  salaries  which  the  State  appropriation  allows- 
To  remedy  this  deficiency  the  Board  has  determined  to  se- 
cure the  services  of  a  competent  colored  superintendent, 
who  should  devote  his  whole  time  to  these  schools  and 
especially  to  the  education  of  teachers. 

8.  The  county  school  tax  is  not  paid  regularly  and 
promptly.  The  conflict  of  the  general  School  Law  with  the 
local  law  in  this  county  has  rendered  the  School  Board 
powerless  to  remedy  the  evil. 

9.  The  accounts  of  teachers  are  settled  at  the  close  of  each 
term,  generall}'  in  cash  ;  in  some  few  instances  by  "  orders 
on  the  county:"  always,  however,  at  the  option  of  the 
teacher  to  accept  such  order  or  to  wait  till  cash  may  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 


QUEEN  ANNE  COUNTY.

1.  The  appointments  of  teachers  by  Trustees  are  made 
on  the  ground  of  merit  principally.  There  are  four  young 
ladies  among  our  teachers  whose  fathers  are  among  the 
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Trustees  of  their  respective  schools ;  but  I  do  not  mean  to 
say  "they  have  not  been  appointed  on  the  score  of  merit," 
for  two  of  them  hold  certificates  from  the  Principal  of  the 
State  ]^ormal  School,  and  the  other  two  liave  been  exam- 
ined before  our  Board  and  I  have  a  personal  knowledge  of 
^heir  scholastic  merit. 

2.  There  is  not  a  Teachers'  Association  in  tlie  county, 
but  eflorts  are  now  being  made  in  each  election  district  to 
establish  one  therein,  with  the  hope  that  District  Associa- 
tions will  be  more  successful  than  a  County  Association, 
which  has  been  tried  and  has  failed. 

3.  In  my  judgment  Teachers'  Institutes  have  had  a  most 
beneficial  effect  upon  our  schools. 

4.  There  are  no  District  Libraries  in  the  county.  The 
attention  of  the  jjeople  has  been  directed  to  this  feature  of 
the  School  Law. 

5.  In  my  opinion  the  professional  and  literary  qualifica- 
tions of  teachers  are  improving. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  but  partially  tried,  but 
where  tried  the  results  have  been  favorable.  AYhere  it  has 
not  been  tried  the  cause  was  opposition  of  parents  more 
than  want  of  disposition  to  try  it  on  the  part  of  the  teachers. 

7.  All  teachers  whose  certificates  expired  since  July  1st, 
1875,  have  been  examined  in  Georaetrj^  and  Physiology ; 
some  exhibited  a  very  fair  knowledge  of  these  studies,  and 
all  did  well  considering  the  time  devoted  to  the  study. 

8.  The  Examiner  does  visit,  and  always  has  visited,  and 
superintended  the  colored  schools  since  their  establishment 
by  law,  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  white 
schools. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  is  generally  promptly  paid. 
When  it  is  not  paid  within  a  reasonable  time  after  it  is  due, 
the  Collectors  and  their  securities  are  sued  to  enforce 
payment. 

10.  x\ccounts  of  teachers  are  settled  in  cash  at  the  close 
of  each  terra. 
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ST.  MARY'S  COUNTY. 


JNO.  F.  DENT,  Preset.  BENJ.  TIPPETT,  Sec'y. 

1.  It  is  difficult  in  some  cases  to  believe  that  the  district 
Trustees  select  teachers  on  account  of  superior  merit.  To 
say  that  they  afe  influenced  by  personal  considerations 
would  be  imprudent  because  the  assertion  could  not  be 
demoostrated. 

2.  There  are  two  Teachers'  Associations  in  St.  Mary's 
County.  They  are  both  but  thinly  attended.  This  is  ow- 
ing' to  our  long  and  narrow  territory — the  distance  from 
either  extreme  to  any  central  interior  point  being  inconve- 
niently great.  The  County  Examiner  has  persistently  en- 
deavored to  organize  and  encourage  these  institutions  and 
he  attends  them  in  person,  both  as  Lecturer  and  Instructor 
whenever  it  is  convenient  for  him  to  do  so. 

3.  The  effect  of  Teachers'  Institutes  in  this  County  has  so 
far  been  highly  beneficial,  engendering  a  thirst  for  higher 
attainments  and  an   '•'■esjjrit-de-corps^'   amongst  the  teachers. 

4.  There  are  no  School  District  Libraries  in  this  county. 

5.  To  your  fifth  question,  "are  the  professional  and  liter- 
ary qualifications  of  teachers  improving?"  we  can  answer 
hopefully,  and  with  the  expectation  of  being  sustained  by 
your  concurrent  opinion. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  adopted  and  tested  in  this 
county,  though,  possibly,  not  fully  nor  fairly  in  all  cases. 
Some  deference  was  accorded  to  the  whims  of  parents,  and 
some  also  to  the  stereotyped  opinions  of  the  teachers.  In 
the  greater  number  of  our  schools,  the  new  system  in  its 
strictest  construction  has  been  adopted  and  in  all  such  cases 
the  result  has  been  highly  beneficial. 

7.  Every  examination  of  grade  teachers  since  July  1st, 
of  last  year  has  embraced  Physiology  and  Geometry.     In 
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most  cases  the  answers  were  satisfactory.  In  a  few  instan- 
ces errors  have  been  overlooked  nnder  the  express  under- 
standing of  a  re-examination  at  an  early  day. 

8.  The  County  Examiner  has  never  yet  made  any  distinc- 
tion between  the  white  and  colored  schools  in  his  tour  of 
visitations.  That  his  efforts  have  not  been  alike  successful 
in  both,  is  owing  to  circumstances  over  which  he  has  no 
control.  There  seems  to  be  a  backwardness  on  the  part  of 
teachers  of  taste  and  ability  to  take  charge  of  colored  schools. 
The  progress  of  the  colored  pupils  moreover  is  generally 
very  slow,  and  their  retrograde  during  vacation  is  seriously 
perceptible. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  except  in  a  few  cases  is  neither 
paid  regularly  nor  promptly. 

10.  The  accounts  of  our  teachers  have  been  uniformly 
settled  at  the  close  of  the  term  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  set- 
tlement was  demanded,  in  cash  if  we  have  it,  and  by  certi- 
ficates of  indebtedness  if  otherwise. 


SOMERSET  COUNTY.

1.  Teachers  are  appointed  on  the  ground  of  merit 
principally,  though  in  one  or  two  instances,  relationship 
has,  I  fear,  controlled  the  appointment. 

2.  We  have  no  Teachers'  Association  in  the  county. 

3.  The  Teachers'  Institute  has  increased  the  general 
interest  in  education  and  improved  the  teachers. 

4.  There  are  no  district  libraries. 

5.  Teachers  are  improving  in  their  literary  and  pro- 
fessional qualifications. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  fairly  and  fully  tried ; 
results   generally  satisfactory,  at  first  the  system  did  not 
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meet  a  very  cordial  approval  from  the  teachers,  but  they 
soon  became  more  reconciled  and  are  now  much  pleased 
with  it. 

7.  Teachers  were  examined  in  Geometry  and  Physiology, 
and  did  not  show  a  fair  knowledge  of  these  subjects. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  and  superintends  the  colored 
schools  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
white  schools. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  is  paid  regularly  and 
promptly , 

10.  The  accounts  of  teachers  are  settled  at  the  close  of 
each  term  in  cash. 


WASHINGTOI^  COUNTY 


Dr.  WM.  RAGAN,  President.  P.  A.  WITHER,  Secretary. 

1.  It  has  been  the  uniform  policy  of  this  Board  to  ap- 
point Trustees  solely  on  the  ground  of  merit.  They  have 
not  allowed  themselves  to  be  influenced  either  by  political 
partisanship  or  mere  personal  preference.  It  has  been 
their  constant  aim  to  select  gentlemen  who,  it  was  believed, 
would  act  only  for  the  best  interest  of  the  school,  and  the 
result  is,  the  Board  have  not  been  advised  of  any  appoint- 
ment having  been  made  by  Trustees  upon  any  other  ground 
than  the  supposed  fitness  of  the  appointees. 

2.  There  is  no  Teachers'  Association  in  this  count3\  An 
earnest  effort  to  organize  one  was  made  some  years  ago  but 
it  failed,  principally,  because  the  county  Board  would  allow 
no  time  for  holding  the  meetings  except  on  Saturday  and 
teachers  generally  declined  to  attend  upon  those  days  which 
they  regarded  as  peculiarly  their  own.  We  have  at  present 
a  District  Association  in  the  fourth  district,  and  we  are  glad 
to  report  that  it  is  doing  good  work. 
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3.  It  is  believed  that  the  Teachers'  Institutes  held  in  this 
county  have  been  productive  of  the  very  best  results  in 
stimulating  teachers  for  their  work,  in  exciting  a  laudable 
competition  amongst  them,  and  in  creating  a  popular 
interest  in  Public  Education,  which  is  becoming,  from  year 
to  year,  more  general  and  decided, 

4.  A  few  district  libraries  have  been  established  and 
meet  with  great  favor  wherever  organized.  No  other 
means  of  calling  attention  to  the  subject  have  been  adopted 
than  a  free  circulation  of  the  law  authorizing  their  estab- 
lishment. 

5.  We  beheve  that  the  qualifications  of  teachers,  literary 
and  professional,  are  improving  from  the  fact  that  under 
our  sj^stem  of  examination,  in  which  superior  quahficatious 
in  the  same  grade  are  distinctly  recognized  and  rewarded, 
salaries  have  constantly  advanced,  whilst  there  is  a  cor- 
responding rise  in  the  average  professional  standing. 

6.  We  cannot  say  that  the  graded  system  has  been  "  fully 
and  fairly  tried  "  in  this  county,  although  the  Board  has  at 
all  times  insisted  upon  its  adoption,  and  the  Examiner  has 
upon  all  proper  occasions  endeavored  to  point  out  its  im- 
portance and  necessity.  In  some  localities  the  people  are 
opposed  to  the  introduction  of  the  system  and  under  such 
circumstances  teachers  hesitate  to  excite  a  conflict  which 
may  result  in  their  dismissal.  We  are  glad  to  add,  however, 
that  the  system  has  ben  tried  in  the  great  majority  of  our 
schools  and  is  producing  excellent  results,  especially  in  the 
lower  grades. 

We  do  not  expect  any  system  which  seems  to  inaugurate 
a  radical  change  in  the  classification  of  schools  and  the 
methods  of  many  teachers  to  produce  the  very  best  results 
in  the  first  year  of  its  operation,  but  we  confidently  hope 
that  before  long  we  shall  be  able  to  report  that  every  school 
has  adopted  the  graded  system  in  essence  and  spirit  and 
that  results  are  reached  commensurate  with  the  best  ex- 
pectations of  the  most  sanguine  school  officers. 
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7.  All  teachers  who  have  presented  themselves  for  ex- 
amination since  Jnly  1st  have  been  examined  upon  Physi- 
ology and  Geometry,  and  they  have  generally  exhibited  a 
fair  knowledge  of  these  subjects. 

8.  The  Examiner  makes  no  distinction  between  his  visits 
to  the  colored  schools  and  those  to  the  wnite  schools,  and 
submits  both  sorts  to  the  same  supervision  and  to  the 
similar  examination, 

9.  The  first  three  instalments  of  the  County  School  Tax 
are  usually  paid  over  with  promptness,  but  the  fourth  in- 
stalment is  generally  permitted  to  remain  unpaid  for  an 
indefinite  period,  usually  longer  than  shorter.  For  illus- 
tration, there  remains  unpaid  of  the  levy  of  1873  upwards 
of  17000,  and  $5000  of  the  levy  of  1874  were  paid  over  during 
the  past  month.  The  present  collector  however  has  been 
more  prompt  than  many  of  his  predecessors.  No  remedy 
for  the  evil  suggests  itself  except  a  change  in  the  laws  reg- 
ulating the  duties  of  collectors.  We  have  heretofore  sug- 
gested in  our  reports  that  there  ought  to  be  legislation  to 
compel  collectors  or  treasurers  to  pay  over  the  school  tax 
in  fall,  in  four  instalments,  at  periods  corresponding  to  the 
times  for  paying  the  State  tax.  Under  existing  laws,  at 
least  as  they  affect  this  county,  the  Collector  is  allowed  one 
year  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  for  the  full 
collection  of  taxes,  and  advantage  may  be  taken  of  this  in- 
dulgence to  postpone  the  payment  to  the  proper  parties  of 
taxes  already  collected. 

10.  The  accounts  of  teachers  have  generally  been  paid  in 
cash  at  the  close  of  the  first  and  second  term,  and  half  in 
cash  and  half  in  certificates  of  indebtedness  at  the  close  of 
the  third  term. 

We  believe  the  schools  generally  to  be  in  good  condition. 
We  regret  to  be  compelled  to  add,  however,  that  our  fi- 
nancial condition  is  not  of  the  same  prosperous  character. 
The  retiring  Board  of  County  Commissioners  levied  $7000 
less  for  school  purposes  during  their  term  of  service  of  two 
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years  than  their  predecessors,  and  the  result  is  a  very  large 
addition  to  our  indebtedness.  It  will  be  found  upon  ex- 
amination, we  think,  that  we  have  conducted  the  schools 
with  as  much  economy  as  is  consistent  with  a  proper  degree 
of  efficiency  and  that  in  respect  of  expenditures  our  report 
will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  county  having 
a  similar  number  of  schools  or  pupils. 

The  only  item  in  which  retrenchment  is  possible  is  that 
of  salaries,  and  as  we  pay  an  average  of  only  $95  per  term 
or  |285  per  year,  we  hardly  think  it  proper  to  begin  re- 
trenchment there. 

A  false  economy,  however,  on  the  part  of  County  Com- 
missioners may  compel  us,  though  reluctant,  to  reduce 
salaries  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  efficiency  and  progress. 


WICOMICO  COUNTY. 


E.  E.  JACKSON,  PresH.  GEO.  W.  M.  COOPER,  Sect'y. 

1.  The  appointments  of  teachers  b}^  Trustees  are  made  on 
the  ground  of  merit  principally,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge. 
Few  appointments  are  made  without  conference  with  myself 
in  regard  to  the  qualifications  of  the  applicants  and  their 
fitness  to  teach.  A«  all  teachers,  not  otherwise  authorized, 
are  required  to  hold  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  the 
County  Examiner,  which  may  be  annulled  by  the  School 
Board  for  cause,  I  am  not  able  to  see  how  the  appointment 
of  a  "relative  or  personal  friend  or  dependant  of  the  Trus- 
tees" can  work  detriment  to  the  Public  Schools. 

2.  A  County  Teachers'  Association  was  organized  a  year 
ago  and  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  next  meeting.  I 
regret  to  state  that  the  meeting  was  a  failure.  No  subse- 
quent meeting  has  been  held.  As  the  cost  of  attending  the 
association  would  be,  to  many  of  the  teachers  in  the  county 
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from  three  to  four  dollars  a  day,  in  view  of  the  small  sala- 
ries which  many  of  them  receive,  I  have  hesitated  to  insist 
on  their  making  this  sacrifice. 

3.  The  first  Teachers'  Institute  in  this  county  was  held  in 
1867,  and  thej^  have  been  occasional!}'  held  since.  To  ap- 
preciate the  whole  effect  which  they  have  had  on  the  schools 
one  must  go  hack  to  the  time  anterior  tc  the  holding  of  an 
Institute  and  look  at  the  condition  of  the  schools  then. 
As  the  present  Examiner  was  then  a  Public  School  Teacher 
he  thinks  he  has  some  claims  of  ability  to  judge  of  the  efi:ects 
they  have  had  on  the  schools.  The  methods  of  teaching 
have  been  improved,  and  as  rapidly  as  could  be  expected 
from  persons  trained  and  disciplined  in  the  old  ways.  A 
radical  change  could  not  be  expected  at  once  without  special 
training;  the  teachers  had  to  learn  new  methods  themselves? 
and  in  the  absence  of  experience  feel  the  ground  ahead  of 
them.  From  the  unpopularity  of  Normal  Teachers  in  some 
sections  where  they  have  taught  I  doubt  the  propriety  of  a 
sudden  change,  could  such  a  change  be  effected,  because 
every  parent,  no  matter  how  little  education  he  may  have,  if 
he  has  ever  been  inside  ot  a  schoolroom  at  all,  knows  or 
thinks  he  knows  how  a  school  should  be  conducted,  and  also 
thinks  that  his  teachers  knew  as  piuch  about  teaching  as 
any  that  teach  now.  Such  is  are  esteem  and  appreciation 
which  many  have  for  their  teachers,  and  when  their  children 
are  taught  in  a  manner  radically  different  they  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  teacher  is  an  ignoramus  and  pretender. 
This  would  not  matter  if  school  authorities  and  teachers 
were  entirely  independent  of  the  people,  but  as  long 
as  they  are  taxed  to  maintain  the  schools,  some  defer- 
ence must  be  paid  to  their  wishes,  otherwise  they  will  with- 
hold their  support.  Hence,  it  is  that,  in  my  judgment,  a 
gradual  change  is  preferable  to  a  sudden  one.  The  teachers 
will  then  be  able  to  educate  the  parents  also,  and  take  them 
along  with  them  and  not  at  a  sudden  bound  go  clear  beyond 
their  grasp  and  comprehension  and  render  themselves  liable 
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to  be  repudiated.  Occasionally  3'ou  find  parents  who  confess 
their  ignorance  upon  the  subject  of  teaching  and  are  willing 
to  trust  all  to  the  teacher,  but  these  constitute  the  exception 
I'ather  than  the  rule.  The  good  results  of  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes are  not  only  seen  in  improved  methods  of  teaching, 
but  in  greater  earnestness  and  activity  in  the  school-room. 
Attrition  with  more  active  and  amply  furnished  minds 
always  renders  us  dissatisfied  with  ourselves,  and  stimulates 
us  to  greater  efforts.  This  is  what  the  Institutes  have  done 
for  the  teachers.  By  their  means  teachers  have  been 
aroused  to  a  keener  sense  of  their  imperfections,  and  taught 
to  see  that  they  were  not  in  posesion  of  all  that  was  known 
in  the  science  and  art  of  teaching.  The}'-  have  been  putto 
thinking  by  being  given  food  for  thought,  and  this  has  borne 
fruit.  The  yearly  calling  together  of  the  teachers  has  given 
them  an  opportunity  of  seeing  and  knowing  each  other,  and 
inspired  a  spirit  of  professional  pride  and  emulation. 

4.  There  are  no  district  libraries  in  the  county. 

5.  The  qualifications  (literarj^  and  professional)  of  teach- 
ers are  improving. 

6.  The  graded  system  has  been  fairly  and  fully  tried,  and 
with  good  results.  Like  all  new  machinery  it  did  not  move 
smoothly  at  first;  but  constant  friction  soon  wore  off  the 
roughness  and  angularities,  and  now  the  teachers  are  gen- 
erally pleased  with  it. 

7.  All  teachers  who  received  certificates  since  Jul}^  first 
have  been  examined  in  Geometry  and  Physiology ;  but  I 
cannot  say  that  many  of  them  evinced  great  proficiency  in 
these  studies,  although  all  of  them  showed  at  least  a  desire 
to  learn. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  the  colored  schools  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  the  white  schools,  taking 
them  all  as  they  come.  No  efibrt  has  yet  been  made  to 
grade  these  schools  after  the  plan  laid  down  for  the  others. 

9.  The  County  School  Tax  is  not  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
in  cash,    but   is   used   in   paying  bills  for   incidentals  and 
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building  houses  by  orders  on  the  County  Commissioners. 
These  orders  are  received  by  the  Collector  in  payment  of 
taxes.  Sometimes  a  fraction  of  the  teachers'  salariesis  paid 
in  orders  of  this  kind,  but  thej  generally  have  no  trouble 
in  using  them,  our  merchants  usually  taking  them  as  so 
much  cash.  The  law  provides  that  the  County  School  Tax 
shall  be  paid  at  the  same  time  as  the  State  School  Tax  ;  but 
as  our  Collector  never  has  the  money  in  hand  at  that  time 
a  resort  is  had  to  orders. 

10.  The  accounts  of  teachers  are  settled  as  soon  after  the 
close  of  each  term  as  the  money  comes  in  hand  to  settle 
them  with  ;  for  the  Fall  and  Winter  terms,  immediately 
after,  or  within  a  month  of  the  close,  and  for  the  Spring 
term  within  about  two  months  of  the  close. 


WORCESTER  COUNTY. 


Dr  JNO.  p.  R.  GILLISS,  Pres't.  GEO.  M.  UPSHUR,  Sec'y, 


1.  As  a  rule  I  think  that  the  appointments  of  teachers 
by  Trustees  are  made  on  the  ground  of  merit  principally. 
Like  every  other  rule,  however,  this  is  sometimes  subject 
to  exceptions.  Within  my  own  knowledge,  I  have  known 
of  few  instances  where  relations  or  dependents  of  Trustees 
have  been  appointed  teachers.  Cases  where  personal  friends 
receive  the  preference  of  Trustees  are  somewhat  more  nu- 
merous, but  on  the  whole  the  schools  have  not  materially 
suffered  from  this  cause,  and  are  not  likely  to  suffer  there- 
from, so  long  as  that  feature  of  the  School  Law  giving 
authority  to  the  County  Board  to  disapprove  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  teachers  continues.  I  know  that  the  Board  of  Dis- 
trict School  Trustees  are  often  assailed  as  being  inefficient 
6 
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and  useless.  I  admit  that  they  are  sometimes  negligent  of 
their  duties,  butl  can  not  say  they  are  useless.  My  opinion 
is  that  they  are  not  only  useful  but  essential  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  teachers  in  the  counties,  regulated  as  that  appoin- 
ting power  now  is. 

2.  There  is  no  organized  Teachers'  Association  in  this 
county. 

3.  Previous  to  September  30th.  1875  we  have  not  held  a 
Teachers''Institute  in  this  county  for  some  years.  The  eifect 
that  the  Teachers'  Institutes  lield  atter  that  date,  has  had, 
or  will  have  on  the  schools  will  be  more  appropriately  con- 
sidered in  the  next  Annual  Report. 

4.  There  is  a  nucleus  of  a  "District  Library"  in  the  ISTew- 
town  High  School,  and  tiiere  was  a  beginning  a^so  made 
in  Snow  Hill,  but  the  latter  has  not  prospered  as  it  should 
have  done. 

5.  I  think  the  professional  and  literary  qualiiications  of 
teachers  are  improving. 

6.  I  have  endeavored  during  the  past  year  to  introduce 
the  graded  system  into  the  schools  of  the  county.  It  is  so 
great  an  innovation  on  the  old  system  of  teacliing  that  it  is 
exceedingly  difficult  to  get  it  in  full  operation.  The  teach- 
ers are  beginning  however  to  understand  it,  and  by  another 
year  wall  have  it,  I  think,  pretty  well  under  their  control. 

7.  Since  July  1st,  1875,  I  have  required  teachers  to  be 
examined  in  Geometry  and  Physiology.  I  can  not  say  that 
they  showed  much  familiarity  with  the  subjects.  There 
are  probably  not  more  than  seven,  schools  in  this  county  in 
which  those  branches  of  study  are  likely  to  be  taught. 

8.  The  Examiner  visits  and  superintends  the  colored 
schools  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the 
white  schools. 

9.  During  the  past  school  year,  the  County  School  Tax  has 
been  paid  with  unsurpassed  regularity  and  promptness.     At 

.  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  w^as  some  considerable  amount 
in  arrears,  as  has  been  the  case  for  a  number  of  years  here- 
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tofore.  By  the  end  of  tlie  fiscal  year,  ho.wever,  every  cent 
of  outstanding-  school  tax  then  due  had  heen  paid  into  the 
•School  Treasury.  This  will  enable  us  in  the  future  to  have 
on  hand  in  advance  what  money  we  shall  need  for 
teachers'  salaries  at  the  end  of  each  term.  We  shall  thus 
be  able  to  pay  the  teachers  promptly. 

10.  The  accounts  of  teachers  during  the  past  year  have 
been  settled  in  cash  promptly  at  the  close  of  each  term. 

The  number  of  schools  is  increasing  from  year  to  year, 
while  our  income  remains  about  the  same.  We  shall  soon 
require  a  larger  income  or  else  the  cause  of  Education 
must  languish.  There  are  but  two  sources  from  which  we 
can  expect  an  increased  suppl}'  of  money, — the  State  and 
the  county.  I  fear  we  shall  have  difficulty  in  obtaining  a 
larger  levy  from  the  County  Commissioners.  Many  other 
counties  are  situated  just  as  we  are  in  this  respect.  Would 
it  not  be  better,  then,  for  the  schools  and  for  the  people  of 
the  whole  State  to  have  an  increased  State  Taxation  for 
school  purposes  ?  The  authorities  and  the  people  at  large 
of  the  State  desire,  and  expect  the  public  schools  to  show 
an  increase  from  year  to  j^ear,  in  extent  and  efficiency. 
Can  they  expect  this  without  an  increase  of  money  ?  If 
not,  are  they  willing  to  leave  such  important  interests  as  the 
education  of  the  young  to  the  caprice  of  the  various  Boards 
of  County  Commissioners  throughout  the  State?  I  think 
the  best  interests  of  the  State  whose  prosperity  is  based  upon 
the  intelligence  of  its  citizens,  demand  that  the  State  herself 
should  see  to  so  important  a  matter,  and  not  leave  it  to 
those  who  may  or  may  not  properly  appreciate  it.  An  in- 
crease of  State  taxation  sufficient  to  allow  of  an  increase  of 
schools  and  teachers'  salaries,  would  be,  I  can  say  without 
hesitation,  the  greatest  blessing  our  county  could  now 
receive.
